1951 Winner Knudsen Award 


Annually the American Association Industrial 
Physicians and Surgeons, now renamed the Industrial 
Medical Association, presents the William Knudsen 
Award physican for outstanding achievement 
industrial medicine and related fields. This award 
single plaque signifiying the highest esteem the re- 
cipient’s associates.

California Tuberculosis Death Rate 
Drops New Record Low 


The Bureau Control has announced 
sharp decline California’s tuberculosis death rate 
for 1950 which, for the first time records have 
been kept, has brought this State’s death rate below 
the rate the United States whole. 

Preliminary totals from the Bureau Records and 
Statistics set the number deaths for 1950 2,222, 
rate per 100,000. This contrast with 2,805 
deaths, with rate 27.2 per 100,000 1949. 

The United States death rate for tuberculosis 
likewise dropping, but not rapidly. From 1949 
1950 the rate decreased from 23. spite 
the difficulty making inter-censal year estimates, the 
trend the tuberculosis death rate has been clear-cut. 
The rates 1940 1950 were: 


noteworthy that the rate fall has become 
very much accelerated since 1946, that while the rate 
declined percent from 1941 1945, fell 
from 1946 1950. Among factors contributing this 
favorable trend are more extensive casefinding, strepto- 
mycin and other drug therapy, increased hospitaliza- 
tion communicable tuberculosis, and changes the 
composition California’s population.

Civil defense officials state that water and food 
with radioactivity below the danger level could con- 
sumed during emergency. emphasized that per- 
missible limits set AEC are not for peacetime 
use, but are applied during periods emergency 
only, and responsible officials.

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Deaths Cause California, 1950 

The current release provisional 1950 figures, 
showing deaths occurring California cause, marks 
the second year that causes death this State have 
been classified according the Sixth Revision the 
International List Causes Death, adopted 
the World Health Organization 1948 Geneva, 
Switzerland. Since this Sixth Revision has applied 
entirely new method classifying causes death, 
causes death 1949 and 1950 for California 
reasonably compared with those for prior 
years, when the Fifth Revision the International 
List was used. With the compilation 1950 figures, 
for the first time direct comparison specific death 
rates available for two consecutive years based 
this new method classification causes death. 

The table indicates that both the number deaths 
and the rates for most causes have decreased 1950 
compared 1949, although the amount decrease 
varies considerably for the various causes. notable 
exception the increase the number deaths from 


diabetes. slight increase will observed the deaths 
from neoplasms the lymphatic and hematopoietic 
tissues (includes Hodgkin’s Disease and leukemias). 
However, consideration must given the 2,643 
deaths 1950 where the causes have not yet been as- 
signed and queries are still outstanding and addi- 
tional 1950 deaths registered after January 1951. 
When further information received these deaths, 
the rates for least some the specific causes 
death will increased somewhat. The greatest increase 
will probably occur the accidental death categories 
since many the queries sent out were for further 
information deaths from accidents. 

The rate per 100,000 population California for 
deaths from all causes place decreased 
from 941 1949 921 1950. These rates are some- 
what lower than the estimated United States rates 
972 1949 and 962 1950. California has experienced 
approximately percent decrease the total death 
rate 1950 over 1949, whereas the entire United States 
had about percent decrease during the same period.
